Government to examine NSS survey after leaked tape 


The Government has promised 
to look into the robustness of 
the National Student Survey 
(NSS), after a recording of two 
Kingston University lecturers 
inciting students to falsify the 
document were made public last 
week. 

Psychology lecturers Dr Fiona 
Barlow-Brown and Fred Vallee- 
Tourangeau were secretly recorded 
telling students the value of their 
degrees depended on the universi¬ 
ty’s reputation and NSS score. 

Dr Barlow-Brown is heard on the 
tape telling students: “If Kingston 
comes down the bottom, the bottom 
line is that nobody is going to want 
to employ you. 

“Although this is going to sound in¬ 
credibly biased, if you think some¬ 
thing’s a four, my encouragement

would be to give it a five. 

“Because that’s what everyone else 
is doing”. 

Speaking at Commons question 
time, Universities Secretary John 
Denham said he “utterly con¬ 
demned” the practice and would 
take the claims “very seriously”. 

A former lecturer at the university, 
Dr Howard Fredrics, who released 
the tape online, said he felt it was in 
the public interest to release the 
recordings because he was appalled 
students had been “bullied” to com¬ 
plete the survey 

Dr Fredrics, 45, from Hampton 
Wick, was a senior lecturer in the 
school of music and creative media 
technology for four years and left 


the university in 2006. 

He said: “Would it not make more 
sense to improve the quality of edu¬ 
cation provision so that students 
could truthfully respond in a more 
positive way to the survey? 

“I give them a tremendous amount 
of credit for having the courage to 
come forward - they are the finest of 
the finest of our students for seek¬ 
ing to bring this deception to public 
attention,” he said. 

Vice-chancellor of Kingston Uni¬ 
versity Professor Peter Scott strong¬ 
ly denied allegations of bullying and 
had circulated guidance to lecturers 
saying students should be encour¬ 
aged to complete the survey and be 
truthful. 

The university said the incident 
was an isolated one and an investi¬ 
gation was started as soon as it was 


brought to light. 

In future, Professor Scott said, an 
agreed script on the survey would be 
circulated to lecturers and students. 

A university spokeswoman said no 
decision on disciplinary action had 
been taken and categorically denied 
students would be prohibited from 
taking recording devices into lec¬ 
tures in future. 

A spokesman for the Higher Edu¬ 
cation Funding Council for England 
said it took the allegation of “inap¬ 
propriate influence” very seriously. 

He said: “We are aware of the case 
involving Kingston and believe the 
university has investigated and 
acted in a prompt and thorough 
manner. 

“They have kept us up to date as 
they investigated and informed us of 
the action they are taking.”

Top design is plane to see 



Flight of fantasy: The winning sculpture 


A nod to Kingston’s aviation 
past will grace College Round¬ 
about after a competition to 
design an iconic sculpture for 
the gateway. 

More than 250 designs were 
submitted by Kingston Col¬ 
lege and Kingston University 
students and Tom Kean, 20, 
and Michael Antrobus, 21, 
were triumphant with 
their Paper Trail design. 

The design encompasses 
paper aeroplane shapes, re¬ 
sembling the Hawker Hurri¬ 
cane aircraft, which was 
produced in 
Kingston in the 
1930s and 40s, 
which will be 
manufactured in 
steel. 

It is hoped the 
colour-coded air¬ 
craft will eventually corre¬ 
spond with signs around 
Kingston to guide visitors to 
specific attractions. 

The pair, both second 
year product and furni¬ 
ture design students, ad¬ 
mitted the discovery of 
Kingston’s illustrious 
aviation past was an 
added bonus. 

“We looked at the site 
and there are a lot of 
urban buildings nearby,” 
Mr Antrobus said.

“We brainstormed about 
what these offices meant to us 
and wanted to reference it in a 
playful way so we came 
up with the idea of paper 
planes.” 

Mr Kean added: “When our 
tutors mentioned the aviation 
link we were really pleased 
people in the town would be 
able to relate to it.” 

Councillor Frances Moseley, 
head of the public art panel 
which judged the designs, 
said: “I was so pleased with 
the energy and enthusiasm 
the students put in and the 
quality of the entries was 
much higher than we expect¬ 
ed.” 

The budget for the sculpture 
was £26,000, with the money 
coming from a section 106 
planning agreement, whereby 
developers fund environmen¬ 
tal projects. 

Detailed costings and plans 
for constructing the sculpture 
are now under way. 

There will be an exhibition 
of all the designs in Borders, 
Market Place, on May 26 for 
two weeks. 

Councillor Moseley will pre¬ 
sent prizes to the winners at 
there on June 3.

Parents get 
desperate 
over places 


Cooking up a treat for Shooting Star Hospice

Still little news for parents 
desperate to find out which 
primary school their child 
will attend in September. 

Kingston Council said this 
week it was still too early to 
release further information 
over the schools place crisis, 
which left 200 children with¬ 
out a place in any of their pre¬ 
ferred schools. 

All have been assured a 
space, but no further details 
have been released about 
where they will be and if they 
will be in temporary class¬ 
rooms. 

Worried mum Joanna Cob- 
ley, whose son David was not 
allocated a place in a 
Kingston school for next year, 
described many parents in the 
area as being stuck in limbo. 

She said: “The council is 
handling the situation all 
wrong - it hasn’t been in con¬ 
tact with parents and I don’t 
feel reassured at all when 
they say there will be places 
for everyone. 

“Maybe this is part of the 


strategy - the longer they 
leave it the more people get 
desperate and go private, or 
take anything they are given. 

“I feel like they are treating 
all of us like children, saying 
that they are the council and 
they will sort everything out 
and not to worry - it’s just not 
good enough.” 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said: “We are making 
good progress working with 
schools to ensure that we have 
places in each locality for 
September. 

“Wherever possible, we will 
be matching those additional 
places with parental prefer¬ 
ences: the schools we are 
working with are those that 
have waiting lists. 

“We are expecting to make 
offers of new places to chil¬ 
dren who are on a waiting list 
in the first week of June. At 
that point, we will also be in a 
position to make the list of 
schools public.”

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Bees destroyed by 
‘foot and mouth’

The bee equivalent of foot and 
mouth disease has forced a 
Kingston apiary to close and 
destroy its bees. 

The Kingston Beekeeper 
Club’s apiary in Hampton 
Court Way has been struck

down with European foul 
brood. 

David Priest, the club’s sec¬ 
retary, said one of the hives 


had contracted the disease, re¬ 
sulting in the whole apiary 
being put into quarantine. 

He added: “We have had to 
destroy the bees and the 
frames they were on and re¬ 
strict access to the apiary so 
the virus doesn’t spread. It’s a 
bit like a bee version of foot 
and mouth.” 

The bacterial disease, Melis- 
sococcus plutonius, is preva¬ 
lent in the south, south-west 
and Midlands of England. 

The virus causes the bee 
larva to starve to death by 
forcing it to compete with it 
for its food. 

Beekeepers can spread the 
disease from infected hives to 
healthy ones, so swarms often 
have to be destroyed. 

A spokesman for the Depart¬ 
ment for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs said: “Euro¬ 
pean foul brood and Ameri¬ 
can foul brood are both 
notifiable diseases in the UK. 

“Levels of foul brood are de¬ 
clining, thanks to greater 
awareness among beekeepers 
and co-operation with bee in¬ 
spectors. 

“The National Bee Unit is 
researching new methods of 
control, notably the ‘shook 
swarm’ method, which gives 
good levels of control of Euro¬ 
pean foul brood without the 
use of chemical treatments.”

PCT needs 
to invest 

Springboard services can only 
continue if Kingston Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) continues to 
provide significant funding 
over the next few years, accord¬ 
ing to an independent study. 

A report by the Cranfield 
Trust, on behalf of a local ac¬ 
tion group, has urged the PCT 
to make sure adequate funding 
is allocated, or risk some users 
falling through the net. 

The local action group, head¬ 
ed by Edward Davey, MP for 
Kingston and Surbiton, said the 
PCT needed to provide at least 
£25,000 over the next three years 
as a contingency plan. 

That sum is in addition to 
funding the bids received from 
the voluntary sector providers, 
Kingston Voluntary Action 
(KVA), Kingston Mind and the 
Fircroft Trust. 

The PCT report of the public 
consultation all but doomed the 
resource centre. 

It concluded: “It is proposed 
that the PCT should decommis¬ 
sion the services at Spring¬ 
board Resource Centre and 
invest instead in a sustainable 
comprehensive community in¬ 
frastructure within the local 
voluntary sector. 

“The PCT should also invest 
in the mental health trust to 
meet the vocational needs of 
young people with a first 
episode of psychosis which 
meets the requirements of the 
NHS Operating Framework.” 

The report will be presented 
to the board at a meeting on Fri¬ 
day, May 23, at 3pm when the 
final decision on Springboard’s 
future will be made.

The members are transported by 
volunteers and Richmond and 
Kingston Accessible Transport, at 
a cost of about £1,700 a year. 

Urban Nites is run by Oxygen, a 
church-based charity which offers 
music, sport and arts schemes to 
youngsters as a catalyst for discus¬ 
sion and debate. 

It will use the money for t-shirts 
for volunteers, thermos flasks, 


paper cups, leaflets and street 
games. 

One group to miss out was the 
1st Tolworth Scouts, whose bid for 
£750 was refused by the committee. 

They wanted the money for tools 
to work on an allotment they have 
rented in Cranbourne Avenue. 

The total cost of the tools was 


£899 and the group proposed to 
make up the deficit through 
fundraising efforts. 

But the committee said, while it 
praised the work of the group, its 
financial position was very 
healthy and the grants should be 
reserved for those projects that re¬ 
ally need the funds.

Girls commit more crime 


More girls are committing 
crimes in the borough, with al¬ 
cohol a key factor, according to 
Kingston youth offending team 
(YOT). 

Figures show an 11 per cent 
rise in the number of girls seen

year, although the total number 
of crimes by boys is far higher 
than girls. 

Graham Snelling, of 
Kingston YOT, said: “While 
there has been an increase, the 
number of offences that young 
women have been convicted of 
has increased too. 

“Locally, there is an issue 
that, as young women begin to 
offend and behave badly, people 


want to manage that behaviour 
and so the women are more 
likely to get involved with the 
criminal justice system.” 

Mr Snelling could not pin¬ 
point a reason for the rise 
when there was such a high 
provision of youth services 
and activities in the borough. 

He added: “I am sure certain 
role models do not help but I 
can’t give an exact reason.” 

There was one factor that Mr 
Snelling conceded was a major 
contributor to the rise - alco¬ 
hol. 


He said: “Alcohol is a key fac¬ 
tor in Kingston. It’s no worse 
than everywhere else but it 
does have a large part to play.” 

Mr Snelling said the 
Kingston YOT worked closely 
with the Kingston Drug Action 
Team to help counter these 
problems and find out why 
these young girls turned to 
drink.

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Children are under more stress than ever before. As exam season 
begins, CHLOE LAMBERT finds out how to help beat the blues 


Kids under pressure 


Self-harm, anorexia, suicide - 
these words should not even be 
part of a child’s vocabulary. 

However, research shows our 
youngsters are more stressed than 
ever before. 

Last week, a damning report by 
a committee of MPs found British 
children were being pushed to the 
edge by exams. They said pressure 
on schools from league tables 
meant too many children were 
being “taught to the test”, in the 
most rigorous exam system in the 
western world. 

Teachers have reported a worry¬ 
ing rise in mental health prob¬ 
lems, such as eating disorders and 
self-harm, among their pupils. In 
a recent survey, 89 per cent of 
teachers thought testing was to 
blame. 

Mary Bousted, general secretary 
of the Association of Teachers 
and Lecturers, said: “Young peo¬ 
ple face an intolerable strain from 
an education system which cannot 
stand failure. 

“From an early age, children 
face the pressure to perform in 
tests to boost their school’s league 
tables.” 

The silent, nail-biting pressure 
of exams is familiar to us all. But 
young people have a particular 
tendency to get stressed, accord¬ 
ing to Dr Diana Cassell, consul¬ 
tant child and adolescent 
psychiatrist at South West London 
and St George’s Mental Health 
NHS Trust. 

She said: “It’s the feeling of 
being judged. There is the feeling 
that you have got to do it right and

if you do not, you will have failed. 

“If you are young and still devel¬ 
oping your sense of self and your 
self-esteem, it’s very easy to get 
things out of proportion. 

“When you are older, you have 
other life experience and you 
know your life does not depend on 
it. You do not compare yourself. 
You know you are a worthwhile 
person.” 

Schools across south London are 
now wising up to their pupils’ 
mental health needs, with coun¬ 
sellors and daily exercise. 

Stephan Cook, headteacher of St 
Faith’s Primary School in 
Wandsworth, organised yoga 
classes for his year six pupils to 
help them relax in the run-up to 
their Sats and sleep better. 

He said: “I had children with 
stomach cramps and tension 
headaches. 

“One parent said her son was 
talking about exams over break¬ 
fast without even realising. 

“I think there is a huge amount 
of pressure on children. Here we 
reward effort and tell the kids just 
to do their best.” 


How to help 
them cope with 
exams 

□ Help them work out a 
timetable - plan a realistic 
workload with plenty of 
breaks 

□ Create a quiet, comfort¬ 
able environment where 
they can study. 

□ Keep things in proportion 
and tell them just to do 
their best 

□ Ensure they eat well

fresh air and a good night’s 
sleep 


In Battersea, brain food is the 
order of the day. Pupils at St 
George’s School are given a big 
healthy breakfast on the morning 
of the test, so they have time to 
relax before the day begins. 

Headteacher Jan Hilary said: 
“We provide healthy snacks in 
between tests to keep them going. 
We keep smiling to boost them on 
and tell them how proud we are of 
everything they have achieved 
throughout the year. 

“It all seems to work a treat. Our 
pupils are in a great mood and 
totally focused.”

Her call echoes that of 
the Nightvision project, 
conducted by the Civic 
Trust charity in March, 


which found that the preva¬ 
lent culture after 8pm in 
Kingston was “youth and 
drink orientated”. 

Kingston Council said, 
while it had no plans to 
take over the festival, the 
future use and develop¬ 
ment of the landmark 
building was a key issue. 

Kingstonfirst, a guide to 
the town centre including 
a business directory, said 
it would happily work 
with the council to see 
more activities in Market 
House.

The aim of the event, organised by 
Green Futures Festivals at the 
Richard Mayo Hall in Union Street, 
was to bring businesses interested in 
the environment together to learn 
from, and support, each other. 

It also marked the launch of the 
Green Radio project in Kingston, 
which will be recording over this 
week prior to going on air 24 hours a 
day for 10 days from Tuesday on 
87.7FM. 

Businesses attending ranged from 
major companies such as Lush and 
Green Mobile to Copycare, which re¬ 
cycles photocopiers in Surbiton and 
World of Rhythm, a Molesey based 
company which runs workshops and 
leadership programmes. 

The speakers were Kingston’s envi¬ 
ronmental campaigner Bernadette 
Vallely and Sean Duggan, founder of 
the Green Guardian project. 

Mr Duggan talked about the sea- 
change in public perception of envi¬ 
ronmental issues over the past few 
years and quoted an ICM survey last 
month. 

This found that nine out of 10 con¬ 
sumers are now actively looking for 
environmentally friendly products. 

Although the majority of those are 
only prepared to pay the same, or a 
small premium, for green products, 
22 per cent of customers in South 
East England said they now auto¬ 
matically chose the greenest option. 

He said most businesses would go 
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self-interest, and a mixture of envi¬ 
ronmental measures which cut costs 
and greater public demand for green 
products was motivating more and 
more companies. 

And he urged all Kingston’s busi¬ 
nesses to seize the opportunity to get 
ahead of the curve by starting on the 
path towards sustainability in 2008 - 
or risk seeing their competitors, and 
neighbouring towns, take the lead in 
this key area. 

Mr Duggan said he was encour¬ 
aged by the partnership working 
that he saw taking place in Kingston 
with environmental groups, aca¬ 
demics, businesses, the council and 
the press sharing ideas and working 
together. 

He said: “In Kingston business 
community green, shoots are spring¬ 
ing up among the concrete jungle. 

“The town centre manager has 
made big steps in terms of recycling 
and has also provided support in a 
number of ways while the new presi¬ 
dent of Kingston Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is keen to get members 
involved with sustainability - and 
has given up his own car and joined 
a car club instead.”

Sam Hermitage, 51, is one of the original founders of Kingston Green 
Fair, which started 21 years ago. He is also a co-founder of Green 
Futures Festivals and runs environmental events all over the country, in¬ 
cluding the Green Futures field at Glastonbury. He has also been a di¬ 
rector of the Big Green Gathering in Somerset for four years. He spoke 
to ALITA HOWE about the evolution of Kingston’s Green Fair, which will 
be held in Canbury Gardens on May 26 


Did you think 21 years ago that 
the Green Fair would still be 
going? 

I do not think we did expect it 
to. We were concentrating on 
getting it right the first time 
because it was such a new thing for 
the borough. 

We weren’t thinking that far into 
the future. 

We just had a desire at that time to 
make people aware of the environ¬ 
mental issues, so we are incredibly 
pleased the fair has grown into the 
event it is today and that other 
events elsewhere have followed our 
formula. 

How did the fair start? 

Initially there was a small team of 
us: myself, Des Kay and Jean 
Vidler, who are all still involved. 

We were all activists in the 
borough at the time and there was 
already a regular May Fair 
in Kingston. 

The Kingston Peace Council was 
refused a stall there and we thought 
there has got to be a space in

Kingston for people who cared 
about human rights and the 
environment, so the Green Fair was 
born. 

What was the first fair like? 

It was in Canbury Gardens in 1987 
and it was a really popular day 
We had a stage, music, dancing 
and a healing area - in fact all of the 
ingredients that make the fair what 
it is today, but just in a smaller 
form. 


Kingston Green Radio is a new 
idea this year - tell me about 
that. 

This is a historic thing for Kingston 
as it has never had its own radio 
station specifically orientated to the 
environment and green issues. 

It will be a discussion-based sta¬ 
tion with music, and we are all very 
excited about it and spreading our 
green message further. It will run 
from May 27 to June 5, which is 
World Environment Day, and we 
will be on 87.7FM. 

What would be your message to 
people who aren’t clued up about 
the environment?

Switching between major 
Hollywood blockbusters and 
intimate stage performances 
may prove too much of a 
stretch for most actors but 
for David Bradley it is just 
the sort of challenge to keep 
the artistic juices flowing. 

Bradley, a veteran of 40 
years in the entertainment 
business, is probably best 
known for his role as Argus 
Filch in the Harry Potter 
films. 

But the York-born star is 
now reverting his attention 
to the stage, appearing as 
Henry Macbeth in Richard 
Crane’s The Quiz. 

A darkly comic tale of an 
actor questioning his 
purpose in life, the one-man 
show has Bradley buzzing. 


He reveals: “It is a little bit 
daunting but it is also very 
exciting. 

“When I first read it, I 
laughed so much and it gave 
me lots to think about that I 
thought, ‘I have to do this’. 

“Henry has been doing this 
one play for 20 years and he 
feels he has reached some 
kind of crossroads in his life 
and he has had enough. 

“He realises the only thing 


that would give his life any 
meaning is to die on stage.” 

Bradley admits that acting 
was not his first love and he 
endured a number of his 
teenage years working in a 
factory before deciding to 
attend drama school. 

But he insists that, once the 
door had been opened, there 
was no going back. 

He adds: “I first got into 
plays after going to my local 
repertory theatre. 

“But it was definitely a case 
of, once I got the bug, it was 
impossible to let go.” 

The genial Yorkshire- 
man has since veered 
between Olivier award 
winning 
performances in 
King Lear to 


hamming it up alongside 
Simon Pegg in Hot Fuzz. And 
he agrees variety is what 
maintains his enthusiasm. 

He explains: “I think I 
would find it far too frustrat¬ 
ing to do the same role in a 
play or television for years on 
end. I enjoy the challenges 
each role gives. 

“Theatre is probably my 
favourite but plays are things 
that are written in water: you 
do not get to see yourself but 


you do get to experience it.” 

Bradley is currently wrap¬ 
ping up filming on Harry 
Potter & The Half-Blood 
Prince at Leavesden Studios. 
And, while he agrees the suc¬ 
cess of the books bought their 
own demands, nothing com¬ 
pares to those of his family 

He concludes: “When I went 
for the audition, my own kids 
were putting so much pres¬ 
sure on me. 

“I went along thinking I 
had to get the part and, 
thankfully, I did!”

The Kia cee’d is proving to be one of the most 
surprising cars in its sector. Andy Enright re- 


Ex-cee’ding expectation 



Let’s get the big news out there first. 
The cee’d is a car designed by Euro¬ 
peans for Europeans. It’s built in Eu¬ 
rope - in Zilina, Slovakia to be exact 
- and the man behind the design pro¬ 
ject, Peter Schreyer, was once head 
of design for Volkswagen Group. 

Schreyer and his team bench- 
marked the best European cars in 
order to give Kia something substan¬ 
tive to aim at and when it came to in¬ 
teriors, he was able to share a little 
of what he knew of his ex-employ¬ 
ers’ best practice. 

Soft touch plastics, quality fabrics 
and thoughtful approach to design 
make the cee’d a landmark Korean 
car. This model is a good car, full 
stop. 

British customers get a choice of 
either a 108bhp 14-litre unit, a 
120bhp 1.6-litre that’s set to be the 
most popular petrol engine and a 
141bhp 2.0-litre powerplant. 

Diesel customers get the choice of 
89 or 114bhp variants of the 1.6-litre 
direct injection common-rail 16v en¬ 
gine or a 138bhp 2.0-litre. All engines 
bar the 2.0-litre units get a five-speed 
manual gearbox, the bigger engines 
getting a six-speeder. The 1.6 also 
has the option of a four-speed auto. 

None of the cars is what you’d call 
quick but by the same token none, 
except perhaps for the 1.4-litre 


petrol, is lacking in poke. 

The 1.6-litre petrol was a little reso¬ 
nant when extended but in normal 
use is adequately refined. It’ll make 
60 in 10.8 seconds and reach 119mph 
and if driven a bit less maniacally, 
will return an average of 44.1mpg. 

The cee’d is available in five-door 
hatch and SW estate bodystyles. If 
you want a three-door you’ll need 
the sportier pro_cee’d model. 

Whichever trim level you choose, 
the interior of the cee’d is an im¬ 
pressive piece of design. 

It’s a touch bigger in most of the 
key measurement criteria than a 
Focus without looking like an MPV 
in the process. 

Where the car really succeeds is in 
resisting the temptation to once 
more lapse into wackiness, the con¬ 
trols being beautifully finished and 
resolutely straightforward to use 
without losing the focus on design 
elegance. 

The best designs are those which 
function best and in this regard, the 
cee’d scores a bullseye. The steering 
lacks a little of the polish of some of 
the very best contenders, although 
we’re talking about tiny percentage 
differences. The cee’d is a genuine 
revelation. In a blind test, it’s one of 
the best two or three family hatches 
sensible money can buy
